President 
links wall 


to a deal 
on DACA

In an interview with 
The New York Times and 
a Friday morning tweet, 
President Donald Trump 
said any deal that would 
grant legal status to im- 
migrants brought to the 
United States as children 
needed to include funding 
for a wall on the U.S.-Mex- 
ico border. 

“Look, I wouldn’t do 
a DACA plan without a 
wall,” Trump said to The 
Times, referring to the 
Deferred Action for Child- 
hood Arrivals program 
he has set to expire next 
year. “We need it. We see 
the drugs pouring into the 
country, we need the wall.” 

He reiterated that point 
in his tweet on Friday 
morning, adding that a 
DACA deal needed to end 
“chain migration,” the pol- 
icy that allows naturalized 
immigrants to petition 
for relatives to come to 
the United States. In the 
Times interview, Trump 
had mentioned the pol- 
icy — ending it is a White 
House priority — but had 
not directly tied it to the 
DACA deal.

New York — The 3-year- 
old boy in the kitchen 
screamed. 

His mother ran in from 
the bathroom. He had been 
playing with the knobs of 
the stove again. 

With flames jumping 
through the kitchen, she 
scooped up the boy and a 
2-year-old child and ran 
into the cold.

stairs retreated and threw 
open their windows, giving 
the fire more oxygen, before 
they crowded onto fire es- 
capes, screaming in several 
languages. 

Others, along the side and 
back of the building, where 
the fire began, could not 


even get to their fire escape. 

When all the dead were 
counted, there were 12, 
making the fire in the Bel- 
mont neighborhood New 
York City’s deadliest in 27 
years.

WASHINGTON — Ohio’s 
most notorious white su- 
premacist, Andrew Anglin, 
still has a website, the Daily 
Stormer, although he had 
to change web hosts after 
previous companies found 
his content too offensive. 
He still rants against “the 
Jewish problem,” blacks, 
“homos” and others who are 
neither white nor can mus- 
ter sympathy for neo-Nazis. 

Anglin, who grew up in the 
Columbus suburb of Worth- 
ington, still needs money to 
operate, though the currency 
he solicits, like that of other 
extremist groups, happens to 
be untraceable Bitcoin. “The 
Daily Stormer is being sued 
by Jewish terrorists,” Anglin 
claims on the website. “In 
order to survive, we need 
shekels.”

Yet Anglin, who became 
best known after last sum- 
mer’s violent clashes in 
Charlottesville — he called 
a victim, the late Heather 
Heyer, “a drain on society” — 
is something of a phantom 
these days. Targeted in law- 
suits by people who say they 
were unmercifully taunted 
and even threatened with 
death by Anglin’s support- 
ers and Internet trolls, Ohio’s 
pale prince of extremism has 
gone underground. 

“Help us find him,” ex- 
horted The Huffington Post 
in a detailed story recently. 


So where is the 
33-year-old Anglin? 

The question has made 
the rounds as a journalism 
exercise, with equal touches 
of mystery and menace. But 
it’s a legal matter too. 
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
